There  is  one  district  nurse  available  and  resident.  She 
does  not  undertake  Midwifery  and  does  not  nurse  Infectious 
Cases.  Her  services  are  provided  by  the  Leicestershire 
Nursing  Association  with  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
district.  There  is  no  financial  assistance  given  by  the 
local  authority. 

No  Midwife  practices  in  the  district. 

There  is  no  Maternity  and  Welfare  Centre  or  School 
Clinic  or  Day  Nursery. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  dealt  with  at  the  County  Clinics 
or  General  Hospitals.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  referred  to 
Coalville  Dispensary  or  Mowsley  Sanatorium  usually. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  are  sent  to  Swannington  Hospital, 
Ashby  Rural  District. 

A motor  ambulance  (County  Authority)  is  available 
fftr  infectious  cases. 

The  Inspector’s  Report  is  printed  at  end  of  this 
Report. 

There  are  two  slaughter-houses  in  use,  one  in  Albert 
Village  and  one  recently  opened  in  Moira.  They  are 
both  satisfactory. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Order,  1885-1889,  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1922, 
have  been  adopted,  and  there  is  regular  Veterinary  In- 
spection. 

There  are  no  lodging-houses,  underground  bake- 
houses or  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

This  work  is  being  effectively  performed  by  the 
Council’s  workmen.  The  removal  of  night  soil  in  the 
more  populous  parts  of  the  district  is  carried  out  at  night. 
The  cost  of  scavenging  is  approximately  £600  per  annum, 
but  when  the  existing  insanitary  privies  are  converted  to 
water  closets  it  will  do  away  with  a great  proportion  of 
the  night  work,  and  thus  reduce  the  cost.  The  Dustbins 
are  emptied  weekly.  The  Privy  Middens  periodically. 
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The  Council  have  purchased  about  7 acres  of  land, 
near  the  Measham  Road,  Moira,  for  use  as  a Refuse  Tip. 
This  Tip  is  capable  of  receiving  the  Refuse  from  this  part 
of  the  District  for  15  to  20  years. 

A Motor  Lorry  now  deals  with  removal  of  house 
refuse,  instead  of  houses  and  carts.  4 men  are  employed. 


Donisthorpe  Lane. 

Sewage  Dis-  The  Sewerage  Works  at  Donisthorpe  Lane  consist  of 
posal  Works.  Detritus  Chambers,  Settling  Tanks,  Storm  Water  Tanks 
and  Percolating  Filters  in  duplicate  with  Sludge  Beds  and 
Humus  Tank,  which,  together  with  the  old  works,  are 
efficiently  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  this  part  of  the 
district. 


Occupation  Lane. 

The  main  Outfall  Sewer  has  been  reconstructed  in 
consequence  of  previous  subsidence. 

The  2 Percolating  Filters  have  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled, the  old  filtering  media  removed  and  replaced  with 
clean  material.  The  effluent  is  very  satisfactory.  4 
sludge  beds  have  been  constructed  and  the  tanks  fitted 
with  sludging  apparatus. 


Swain’s  Park. 

The  sewage  disposal  of  this  section  is  still  not  satis- 
factory, though  an  improvement  was  effected  in 
1923.  A scheme  for  more  efficient  treatment  of  the 
sewage  has  been  submitted,  and  is  still  under  consider- 
ation. There  is  also  a scheme  for  the  more  satisfactory 
sewering  of  the  Day  Bell  Section  under  consideration. 
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STONE  ROW. 


The  sewering  of  the  district  is  being  steadily  extended. 
New  Outfall  Works  to  deal  with  the  sewage  of  Stone  Row 
are  being  constructed.  This  sewage  was  at  one  time  dealt 
with  in  the  Donisthorpe  Lane  Outfall  Works,  but  con- 
stant blocking  or  breakage  of  the  main  sewer  (under  the 
canal)  rendered  separate  treatment  of  this  part  of  the 
district  necessary.  Considerable  difficultly  in  doing  this 
arose  from  the  limited  gradient  of  fall,  but  this  has  been 
overcome  by  your  Inspector,  and  his  plans  have  been 
passed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  works  consist  of 
2 Detritus  Tanks,  2 Settling  Tanks,  1 Percolating  Filter 
and  Humus  Tank,  with  Sludge  Beds  for  drying  off  sludge. 

The  difficulties  of  the  gradient  have  been  met  by  a 
deep  Tank  (sunk  below  level  of  works)  to  take  the  sewage 
from  the  lower  portion  of  the  area,  which  will  then  be 
pumped  into  the  Settling  Tanks.  This  is  working 
satisfactorily. 


Rawdon  Terrace. 

This  section  has  now  been  connected  to  the  main  sewer, 
and  is  dealt  with  at  the  Donisthorpe  Outfall  Works.  The 
Privy  Middens  have  all  been  converted  into  W.Cs., 
effecting  a distinct  sanitary  improvement. 


Spring  Cottage. 

The  sewage  is  collected  in  tanks  near  the  canal,  which 
discharge  the  effluent  through  a culvert  under  the  canal 
and  thence  to  a stream  which  finally  reaches  Barratt  Pool. 
Complaints  have  been  made  of  the  foul  state  of  the  ditch 
into  which  the  effluent  is  discharged,  and  this  ditch  has 
received  attention,  but  the  nuisance  is  likely  to  recur 
unless  the  sewage  is  subjected  to  further  treatment  after 
leaving  the  settling  tanks. 
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Water 

Supply. 


A scheme  has  been  submitted  for  new  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  for  this  section.  The  sewage  disposal 
has  been  quite  unsatisfactory  for  some  years,  and  an 
improved  system  is  urgently  required. 


The  main  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  to  the  Donis- 
thorpe  Lane  Outfall  Works,  which  have  been  greatly 
enlarged  to  deal  with  the  new  houses  built  by  the  Colliery 
Company  and  the  90  new  houses  recently  built  by  your 
authority.  There  are  four  precipating  tanks,  four  per- 
colating filters,  duplicate  detritus  tanks  and  screening 
chambers,  three  sludge  beds  and  one  humus  tank  for  the 
effluent. 

Bath  Lane,  Cobb  Row  and  Newfields  have  been  con- 
nected up  with  this  outfall.  Main  Street,  Peter  Street, 
and  Edward  Street  in  Albert  Village  have  been  connected 
up  to  the  Occupation  Road  Outfall. 


Day  Bell. 

The  sewage  at  present  is  dealt  with  in  two  small 
tanks  near  the  stream.  These  are  insufficient  to  deal 
with  the  increased  volume  of  sewage.  New  sewers  are 
required  along  the  Main  Road  under  the  Railway,  to 
join  the  existing  sewer  at  a point  opposite  Station 
Road,  and  dealt  with  at  Donisthorpe  Lane  Outfall. 

New  Sewer,  Rawdon  Road. 

During  the  year  the  9-inch  sewer  in  Rawdon  Road  has 
been  extended  to  connect  up  the  Moira  Pottery  Co’s.  Works 
to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system. 

Newfields,  Old  and  New  Rows. 

This  property  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
repaired  by  the  owners.  The  drainage  system  has  been 
entirely  reconstructed  and  connected  to  the  Public  Sewers, 
and  Water  Closets  have  been  provided  to  replace  the 
Privy  Middens. 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Ashby  & Swadlincote 
Water  Board,  from  the  Milton  Waterworks.  There  are 
still  small  sections  supplied  from  Wells.

15  Dwelling  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the 
year,  including  13  under  Subsidy  (Housing  Act,  1923). 

78  Houses  have  been  inspected  for  housing  defects,  of 
which  6 were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
19  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation. 

6 Houses  were  rendered  fit  after  service  of  informal 
notices. 

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  under  Sect.  3,  Housing 
Act,  1925. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  19  cases  of  housing 
defects  were  remedied,  and  15  were  remedied  by  the 
owners  after  service  of  formal  notices. 

No  houses  were  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Authority  in 
default  of  owners. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  the  district  is  improving, 
but  there  are  still  far  too  many  Privy  Middens. 

Privies,  85  ; Pail  Closets,  58  ; W.C’s.,  258. 

16  Privy  Middens  were  converted  to  W.C’s. 

23  New  Water  Closets  were  provided. 

In  all  cases  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred 
special  inspections  of  the  property  have  been  made,  dis- 
infectants supplied  and  the  rooms  disinfected  after  each 
case. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  spraying  with  disinfectant 
fluids,  and  fumigating  with  Formalin  Gas. 

There  are  21  cowkeepers  in  the  district,  76  cows  being 
kept. 

The  chief  requirements  of  the  district  are  the  im- 
provement of  the  sewage  treatment  of  Spring  Cottage  and 
Day  Bell.
